WHAT HAS BEEN DONE.

THE WORK ACCOMPLISHED BY THE
FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS,

The Bills Introdaced and Enncted Into Laws

Exceeded in Namber Those of the Pre-

ceding Congress—Some of the Important
Measures Passed.

WASHINGTON, March 4 —In the Fifty.
first Congress 14,033 bills were introduced
in theMouse and 5129 in Senate. In the
Fiftieth Congress 12,654 bills were intro-
dooed in House and 4,000 in Seaate. In
the Fifty-first Congress 297 joint resolutions
(or 28 more than the number iotroduced in
the Fiftieth) were introduced in the House,
In the Senate 169 joint resolutions (2¢ more
than in the Fiftieth) were introduced. The
bills that beecame laws during the Congress
just ended numbered 2,186, 1In the Fiftieth
Congress 1,824 bills were enacted. The
number of bills, ete, introduced in the
Fiitr-first execeeded by 20 per cent the
number introdueed in the Fiftieth Congress,

Daring the Fiftieth Congress 161 bills
were vetoed, and during the Filty-first Con-
gress 14. Among the bills which have be-

A STRANGE SUICIDE.

Two Young Studemts for the Min-
istry End Their Lives Together,

HYPNOTISM BLAMED FOR THE DEED

Both Belioved to Have Been Anxious to
Explors the Great Unknown.

A LETTER AND DIARY LEPT BEMIND

IRFEOIAL TELEGBAM TO THE DIRPATCH.
Cixcixxari, March4.—Perhaps the most
remarkable suicide in local tragedy anoals
was that which took place about 1o’clock
this morning at a boarding house at Four-
teenth and Race streets, Two young
students at the Hebrew Union College for

the Ministry, apparestly with great
deliberstion and coolness, ended their
lives with pistol shots fired by

their own hands from the same weapon.
The two suicides wers Isadore Fraventhal,

of |)aged 21, who came here from Bt. Louis, and

Erunest Salliuger, aged 20, whose parents re-
side in Philadelpkis. The following letter,
which was so placed in the fatal chamber
that it wouid readily be fomund, itself repre-
sents & remarkable feature of the horrible
affair;

The Story of the Landlord,

Mr. Max Schattenfels, to whom the letter
was addressed, is the heaa of the highly re-
spectable private boarding bouse at the.
northwest cerner of Race and Fourteenth
streets, where the tragedy occurred. Mr,
Schattenfels said : *'I went to bed at about
11:30, and about one hour later (12:20) I was
awakened by a fall in Bullinger’s roon on the
tnird floor. I thought perbaps Sallinger had
fallen out of bed. I rushed upstairs to the
back door, and could not get in or get any
unswer (o my questions, Then I rushed
around to the front door, with the same re-
sult. Ireturned to bed, and in five or ten
minutes heard snother fall. Then I be-
came snxions and hastened out again, meet-
ing my son Sidoey on the stairs, and he said
lo we: "I think there iss>mething wrong
in Sallinger’s room. I beard pistol shota.”

*l flew past him and knocked at the
back aoor of the room and demanded it be
opened. Sallinger answered in a very wesk
volce: ‘I am dying: Fraventhal 1s ?oui. b §
can't n. I am dying.’ 1 ranto the front
door, which I found locked and barred.
